DETAILED ACTION 



1 . This office action is responsive to the amendment filed on 7/1 1/01 . As directed by the 
amendment, claim 1 was amended, no claim was canceled nor added. Thus, claim 1 is presently 
pending in this application. 



2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

In section (B), it is not understood what is meant by the term "one said side along a wall". 
In addition, it is not clear which part performing the function of "normally serving as a stop for a 
pivotal transverse of a door". 



3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 

rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 



4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Holzworth (Pat.

No. 5,1 13,847) in view of Ide (Pat. No. 6,056,704). 
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Holzworth teaches a wedge-shaped member 30 (massaging device) including a base 
member 20. Holzworth in column 6, lines 57-66 teaches steps of positioning the massaging 
device 3 1 against the body with support for the rear 25 of the base member 20 being provided by 
a door frame, and in order to increase the pressure associated with the massaging device, an 
individual may lean harder against the door frame, and push against the opposite side of the frame. 
Holzworth' s massage device lacks a semi-spherical configuration being positioned on a vertically 
oriented rectangular strip. However, Ide teaches a massage device including at least one semi- 
spherical massaging device 12 positioned on a strip 14 which is supported by a vertical support 
area 4. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify Holzworth' s device with a semi-spherical massaging device being 
positioned on a strip 14 as taught by Ide, since it is a matter of design for art recognized 
equivalents. Notes that the feature of choosing a particular shaped strip, i.e., a rectangular strip, 
is considered as an obvious design preference within the knowledge of one skill in the art.
